In winning eleven out of eighteen encounters during the 
past winter, the Rider College varsity basketball team 
showed their followers some of the fastest basketball seen 


in Trenton during the past decade. 


The Roughriders, under the coaching of Frank J. Don- 
lon, stressed the open-lire type of basketball, using the age- 
old axiom that the best defense is a sood offense, and 
during the entire season did not drop a single game on 


their home court. 


At the beginning of the season, the Donlonmen were 
faced with a natural handicap, this being in the schedule. 
The first game of the season was hardly more than a 
romp for the skilled passing and shooting of such players 
as George Abel, veteran courtman; Howie Benyon, sea- 
soned guard and sharpshooter; Sam Siciliano, all-state 
in high school days; Wes Spewak, former Pennington 
Prep court ace; Tony Astrologes, high-scoring center; 
and Johnny Heher and Oscar Lawson, two seasoned per- 


formers from the Freshman squad ol the previous year. 


The first Same went to Rider by a high margin, and it 
failed to provide the courtmen the experience of the early 
season that they so vitally needed. This was evident when 
three days later the Roughriders tangled with the high 
speed Villanova Cats, on the spacious Philadelphia gym 
of the home team. Rider men were playing brilliant ball 
for the first eight minutes of the lray and holding the Cats 
scoreless while they piled up an 8-point lead, but as the 
pace began to heat, Rider soon began to slacken to the 
fast-cutting Villanova team, a game that was definitely not 


readily lost by a 41-25 tally. 


The scene changed to New York City three days later 
when the highly rated Manhattan College aggregation 
played host to the Roughriders. During the first half, 
Rider led the way and the half time score gave the Don- 
lonmen a 3 point advantage. ‘The Jasper then used their 
substitutes to forge ahead and win the game by a substan- 


tial margin. 


In a pre-holiday game Rider won its second game of 
the season when they shot Cooper Union of Brooklyn, 
dizzy to win in a romp. In this game Irv Kern, one of the 
mainstays from the last year s Frosh squad, established 


himself by shooting with uncanny skill from all angles. 
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It was beginning to appear as if Donlon had a winning 


team. 


In the height of the Christmas vacation, Rider played 
host to two New York teams in benelit games on the 
Trenton High School court. With several players on the 
sick list and others with injuries, Rider fell prey to the 


fast-stepping Gotham outfits. 


Soon alter this, Rider dropped a game to Trenton State 
Teachers on the Hillwood Lakes court. The game which 
was lost by a 45 to 50 tally was the first game the Rough- 


riders had dropped to State in a decade. 


The next game on the card was the annual Geneva 
clash in which Rider entered a decided underdog in the 
odds. Geneva, two nights before, had thrown a_ scare 
into Long Island University, who became national cham- 


pions, and Rider was given at the most an outside chance. 


The Donlon-coached squad snapped out of their losing 
streak and went on to beat Geneva by over 20 points in 
the most amazing exhibition of basket shooting ever seen 
on a local court. John Marshall was next on the Rider 
card and they were overpowered and outplayed by a large 


margin with a completely revamped court team. 


From this point on, Rider was only beaten once while 
they went on to beat some of the best court aggregations 
in the East. Ithaca, Cortland, Hartwick, and Trenton 


State all fell before the Roughriders.

Decisively defeating the West Chester Teachers 45-530 in the final match, the 
Rider varsity swimmers wound up another successful season under the tutelage of 


Coach “Bill” Brooks. 


This season saw Coach Brooks start with a largely inexperienced team and 
build it up into a high-scoring machine featuring such outstanding performers as 


“Howie Oxenberg, “Cliff? Tomlinson, and Irwin Goodman. 


The University of Scranton went down belore the Rider natators in the initial 
meet of the season, 44-50. Next, the Brooks machine came through with a close 
59-35 decision over the University of Delaware to make it two straight Wins. 

At Princeton, the swimmers were given their first defeat, 51-24, at the hands 
of one of the finest teams in the country. 

The medley relay was the deciding event.in the Rensselaer Polytechnic Insti- 
tute meet.

N.Y. Tomlinson was the outstanding swimmer of the day, garnering three firsts, 
in the 50-yard, 100-yard, and 220-yard back stroke events. 

In the only triangular meet of the year, between Rider, Yale, and the New 
York Boys’ Club, Rider came in second best with 25 points while Yale piled up 48. 
In the 440-yard event, Oxenberg finished in a dead-heat with Mustin of Yale to 
set a new Rider record of 5:00.8 for that distance, shattering Dave Rowan s pre- 
vious mark. Oxenberg also captured a lirst in the 220-yard lree style, and Cliff 
Tomlinson was never headed in the 50-yard and 100-yard dashes. 

In a meet high-lighted with speed, Franklin and Marshall sank the Rider 
mermen by the score of 45-37: Tomlinson and Oxenberg continued their winning 
ways, with “Howie” taking two firsts and “Cliff” coming out on top im the 50-yard 
dash and finishing in a dead-heat with Miller of Franklin and Marshall in the 
100-yard event. “Bud” Sheridan took diving honors with a total of 99.5 points. 

Without the services of Oxenberg, Rider fell by the wayside at Villanova but 
went on to conquer the West Chester Teacher splashers in the final meet. 

This was “Bud” Sheridan's last of four years under Coach Brooks, during 
which time he developed into an exceptional diver and swimmer in the relay event.

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Nine returning lettermen formed the 
nucleus around which Coach Frank Don- 
lon built one of the best Soccer squads in 
Rider sports history, an eleven that emerg- 
ed from a tough eight-game schedule un- 
beaten, untied, and scored upon only once 
in collegiate competition. 


The veterans, Captain “Scotty” Foy, 


Cliff Tomlinson, (George Abel, Cliff 
Crane, Les Benner, Carl Kurlander, 
Charlie Smith, Stan Slabicki, and Bill 
Kish were strongly reinlorced by Jake 
Lawrence, Ralph Watters, Vernon Javes, 
Len Davidowski, Gil Rossi, and Vic 
Botteri, valuable Frosh Candidates. 
Feeling first the wrath of the Rough- 
riders, the Frenchtown Club fell by the 
wayside, 6-0, as Jake Lawrence booted 
four goals to star, as he did in all subse- 
quent games. The alumni aggregation ol- 


fered plenty of competition and gathered 


more points than any other team man- 
aged to garner against the Donlonites as they went down to deleat, 5-2, at 
Hetzel Field. 

Exactly reversing last year s decision and score, the Purple and Gold again 
found the home field a safe haven as they took Panzer into camp, 53-0, ina rough 
lray to set the stage for an easy 0-0 decision over Stroudsburg State. 

The University of Delaware proved a dangerous combination as they con- 
tinually repulsed the Roughrider threats—letting up only twice to allow the Rider 
eleven to emerge the 2-0 victor from a muddy field. 

Accepting the challenge of our city rivals, Trenton State Teachers, the Donlon- 
men again proved superior but gave up their first soal toa collegiate foe as they 


triumphed, 5-1. 


The Princeton Jayvees oltered the toughest obstacle faced as, reinforced by 
varsity men in anticipation of a hard battle, the two teams fought it out nip-and- 
tuck until the final minutes of the first half, when Ralph Watters succeeded in 
slipping the leather past the Tiger goalie. This proved to be the sole tally and 
Rider again came out on top, 1-0. 

In the final fray of the season, the Roughriders out-booted Bucknell, 2-0, alter 
fighting on even terms for more than two quarters. Two markers by Jake Lawrence 


in the third stanza sewed up the game and the season.

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Coach Frank Donlon’s tracksters wound up a success- 


ful season at the Hillwood Lakes oval by decisively defeat- 
ing the State Teachers College runners, 74-51. 

Captain Tommy Thorn led his teammates in victory by 
easily winning the mile and two-mile events, to establish 
Rider as local college champions. Tommy cracked his 
own track and meet records in winning the two-mile orind, 
coming through in the fast time of 10:05:53, breaking his 
previous mark by nearly QF, seconds. In taking this event 
he easily outdistanced his nearest pursuer, finishing some 
200 yards ahead of State's Wyckoff. 

Jack Pierson, in his last meet under Rider colors, cap- 
tured both the shotput and the discus; “Stu” Gillard 
came out first in the “440 and “880”, and Vernon Javes 
tossed the javelin some 150 feet to take that event. 

Villanova took the measure of Rider at Philadelphia, 
88-38, although Thorn again was a double winner. Cliff 
Tomlinson copped the pole vault event with a 12-foot 
perlormance, and “Bud” Elikan, Sophomore find, took the 


broad jump with a leap of 21 feet, i inches. 
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At the Trenton High School track, Rider dropped a 


74-52 decision to the Juniata College runners. Tommy 
Thorn again won his two specialties and Cliff Tomlinson 
wound up first in the pole vault. “Bud” Elikan won the 


broad jump and Jack Pierson took firsts in the shot put 
and discus throw. 

Although Rider took seven firsts, the State Street track- 
sters lailed to pick up the necessary seconds and thirds to 
deleat LaSalle College. The final event, the pole vault, 
decided the meet, LaSalle winning, 04-02, as Malseed 
topped Cliff Tomlinson. 

Coach Donlon will lose two steady winners in Lommy 
Thorn and Jack Pierson, who graduate. Tommy has never 
been defeated in the one- and two-mile events since enter- 
ing Rider, and set a State record of 4:25 lor the mile last 
year while running in the New Jersey A. A. U. indoor 
championship. His best time for the longer distance was 
made in the Penn A. C. games, where he traversed the two 
miles in OQ minutes and 40 seconds. 

Pierson has been a consistent winner, losing the discus 
throw or shot put only on rare occasions. Jack has amassed 


a total of 143 points in four years of competition.

Starting out with high hopes of having another undefeated 
season, Rider's varsity tennis team saw its aspirations blasted in 
the first match of the season. Manhattan, coming up from a 
successful tour of the South and aiming for revenge for last year s 
defeat, placed a strong lineup against Rider and won by the score 
of 7-2.
